SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Fellow citizens: We have great reason to thank the Author of all good 
that amidst the turmoil of war our schools have been in a prosperous condi- 
tion during the past year. 

District No. 1. 


Summer term of 14 weeks taught by Miss Lizzie C. Wadleigh. Whole 
number of scholars 47; average attendance 38. Miss Wadleigh ranks among 
our best teachers. Good order and fine progress in school crowned her labors. 

Winter term of 1 2-5 weeks taught by Mr, French, and 5 weeks by Mr. 
Roberts. Mr. Roberts and Mr. French are fine young men, we trust; but 
they failed as teachers in this case. 


District, No. 2. 
. Spring term of this school, of 17 weeks, taught by Miss Mary E. Sinclair. 
‘ Miss Sinclair won the affection of her pupils. The good order, and. fine 
progress made by the sckool, manifested to the committee that Miss Sinclair 
is no ordinary teacher. 

Winter term, of 10 weeks, taught by Miss Brina E. Crane. Miss Crane 
failed to secure that warm attachment of her scholars which was. desirable. 
Order and progress fair. 

Disjrict. No. Be 

East Scnoon.—This school, of 18 weeks, was taught by Hattie F. Robin- 
son. Whole number of scholars 28. This school exhihited a good degree 
of improvement; order fair. This was Miss Robinson’s first school. We 
think if she devotes most of her time to teaching, she willymake a useful 
teacher. “as. 

Wousr Scuoor.—The Summer term was taught by Miss Helen N. Wad- 
leigh. Whole number of scholars 28; average attendance 22. Order and 
progress good. Miss Wadleigh evidently devoted her time to the good of 
the school. 

-Winter.term was taught by Miss Sarah French. Miss French gave per- 
fect satisfaction to the committee, and received a handsome present from the 
district, showing they appreciated her services as teacher. 


District No. 4. 


The soning term of this school, of 10 weeks, was taught by Miss Brina 
E. Crane. Miss Crane brought a good recommendation. and kept a good 
school. 

Winter term, of nine weeks, taught by Miss Lizzie C. Wadleig h. Miss 
Wadleigh manifested the same interest and zeal in this school as she has 
heretofore. ‘The conduct ui this school (both, Spring and Winter terms) was 
commendable. 


In concLuston—The experience of your committee has taught him that 
six weeks schooling in succession is better to any youth than eight now and 
then a day absent. He hopes that all persons having the care of the youth 
will duly consider, and not only send those entrusted to their care every 
week, but every hour of the school, during the time they propose to send. If 
such a course i$ adopted he thinks much time will be saved that otherwise 
will be lost. ii JOHN BROWN, Sup’g School Committee. 
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
